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The Executive Committee for the Exhibition of Stained 
Glass desire to preface the Catalogue with a few explanatory 
remarks, ; 


The authorities of the South Kensington Museum 
offered a certain number of small and two large window 
spaces to British glass painters for the purpose of an 
exhibition. Its special object was to encourage the art 
of glass painting as a fine art, to raise it, as is much 
required, to that standard ; and also to elevate the public 
taste in the appreciation of it. 


On these grounds the exhibitors accepted the proposal, 
and on these also their Committee have acted in the selection 
and rejection of works sent in, so far as the disadvantages 
attending the exhibition would allow. 


This exhibition must not by any means be considered to 
represent in any adequate degree the state of the art in this 
country. The time for producing works was very limited. 
Several of the principal glass painters were already over fully 
occupied with orders; and by pressure of time and the 
unwillingness of some persons for whom the glass was being 
executed to allow of its retention for the purpose of exhibi- 
tion, and for other unavoidable reasons, they have been 
unable to send such works as might otherwise have been 
produced and exhibited. The window spaces also being 
generally small, or not of suitable shapes, and otherwise not 
specially adapted to such a purpose, added most materially 
to the causes of the incompleteness of the exhibition. 


It is to be hoped that artists in this beautiful and much 
desired form of art will combine to produce an exhibition 
in some future year more fairly representative of their 
powers and the advance of art in this country, when the 
opportunities may be greater.
